CONDENSED NEWS. 


LOUISV:U.E, Ky., Aug. 3.—Tho Courier- 


Journal in its editorial on the visit of Presi- 
dent Arthur, after referring to President 
Hayes' visit, and saying that he came with 
words of kindness to tho southern people 
which were gratefully heard, goi-- on as fol- 
lows: 


The visit of Gen. Grant was of a different 


siguiiieanee. The general had led us a lively 
dunce during tho war. 
"vVhilst ho was Presi- 


dent he had kept tho fiddles tweaking long 
after the hour when wo would fain havo gone 
to bed. But there was ono debt we owed him 
—a sfelit draft upon Our gallantry and our 
pratitude—which had 
IOUK oppressed us. 


That was his treatment of Leo. It is truo 
that the ordinary promptings of good senso 
and good feeling would havo suggested tho 
folly of permitting this conquering hero to 
experience, upou first placing his foot upon 
southern soil, a waning of the cordiality 
whieh everywhere olso had greeted him. But 
behind this obvious public policy there lay a 
warm and manly senso of undischarged, of 
still outstanding obligation; aud thus was 
quite enough for the time being to exclude 
all memory of by-gone animosities and to re- 
press all thought of future possibilities. 


After all, tho public men of a country form 


but a small part of tho population, and 
among public men how few survive, even 
in the history of their time! Back of the 
statesmen and tho warriors aro tho people, 
who, 
in great affairs, know their interests tol- 


erablv well aud are pretty sure to find moans 
for their expression. Tho great body of the 
peoplo of Louisviile felt that the policy pro- 
posed by the Hayes administration, though 
tlio emanation of a president whom they 
honestly believed to bo wrongfully seated 
was, in itself, wise, just and needful. Thus 
appruvinj; it they made their wishes known 
with proper emphasis. In Gen. Grant they 
recogni/ud the most distinguished citizen 0! 
the republic, an eminent and bravo soldier, 
an ex-president whom the world hod honored, 
and with characteristic prido of birth, and 
perhaps a certain local vanity, they resolved 
that their reception should not fall behind 
that of any of tho nations. 
And it did not, 


anil, at least during the period of the gen- 
oral's sojourn among us, he would have been 
bolder than tho boldest who dared imagine 
himself "a bigger man than old Grant!" 


The guest, whom wo honor to-day carries 


no dead weights about him. He is not hero 
handicapped. 
Ho is "everybody's entry." 


At a moment of perfect calm, of a pence so 
rleep that even opposing candidates for ofllce 
have caught tho infection and refuse tho 
famished reporter so much as a pretext for 
nn item of news; when partisan politics hang 
like summer garments loosely upon tho most 
partisan, and the lion and tho lamb havo 
gone oil IWiin::, as it wero, tho president 
comes here to pull a little cord and lot slip, 
not dogs of war, but busy hands and whir- 
ing wheels, i-reatinx-s of the genius and thu 
ntorprise of man, whieh givo accelerated 
fe and motion to the bounty of God. For, 
-i spite of statesmen and statecraft, of poll- 
ieiaus and warriors, of legislation, dema- 
•ngues and newspapers, God has blessed the 
uiitli, aud, from a hind struck down in blood 
nd flame , has brought forth a now surface 
if the earth and almost a new race of men 
nd women. This great exposition of south- 
ru proJucts and southern fabrics is but tho 
croud chapter of tho still to bo completed 
istory of southern development. Yet al- 
oady tho warm heart and tho ready baud of 
ho north have been stretched out to us. and 
ho president of tho United States is with us 
s a hostage of the sentiment of tho nation. 
He is welcome, thrieo welcome, and nouo 
ho less in his personal than in his public 
iharacter. Ascending tho chiof magistracy 
it a. moment of extreme difficulty and 
danger, ho hoslwon tho respect Of his coun- 
,ry;iieu of all classes by an exhibition of good 
ntcntious, which havo been marred by no 
in propriety of behavior. There is a popular 
mpression that we have in the White House 
n thorough American aud a thorough gentlo- 
nun. Whatever differences of opinion wo 
nay havo with tho party loader upon ques- 
tions of policy, wo believe Mr. Arthur to bo 
m honest man, who. fills tho presidential of- 
ira in a manner to make us proud of him 
both us tho chiof of tho stato aud as a foliow- 
cltizon. It is moro than likely that Our paths 
of political interest and duty will diverge 
Uonco to came together next year in close and 
sharp antagonism, for there aro many likoli 
hoods that ho will bo tho nominee of his 
party to succeed himself in the great plac< 
to which ho was called by tho providence 
of God. If so, neither withdrawing or qnal 
ifyiiie any part of our present good opinion, 
we shall oppose his election, precisely as we 
should oppose that of any member of a party 
which, to say tho best for it, lias been over 
long in power.

The occa- 
sion which brings us together is ono in which 
wo can afford to pool all our Issues. So 
much we may read from tho house-tops and 
tho very walls.

Ho may bo sura that _ ho is sur- 
rounded by a peoplo to whom it is as dear aa 
it is to himself. He may be sura that Ken-

aro no regrets and no reserves.
